Firing from the vessel was positive- 
ly witnessed by Japanese troops, 
including the commander of the 
detachment, the Army spokesman 
further asserted. 

Judging from the sound, the 
machine-gun was believed to be a 
Bren mun of Czecho-Slovak manufac- 
ture which Js widely used by Chinese 
troops, 

The Japanese troops did not fire a 
sIngle shot upon the vessel. 

The spokesman pointed out that 
the assumption that the shots had 
tren almed nat guerillas, was “unten- 
nble" because the bandits were 
beyond sight of the ship.

The. action of the Chief Cen- 
sor in making the representa- 
tions to film distributors which 
led to the withdrawal of — the 
news-ree} sequences depicting 
the gruesome suicide of a New 
York youth who fell 17 storeys 
to his death is commendable. 


Incalculably more dangerous 
than gangster and similar films 
go readily censored in Hongkong 
is the -lilm which exhibits the 
gruesome. There has veen & 
distressing, increase of evidence 
that nervous and hysterical con- 
ditions of mind are being pro- 
duced in young people by scenes 
of brutal violence and hideous 
suffering. From time to time 
the news reels exhibit pictures of 
accidents and death which ter- 
rify and haunt a sensitive child, 
and also have adverse effects on 
adults, Some restraint in this 
department is urgently needed.

Two eminent men of science 
have just given us their estim- 
ates of what) mankind has 
achieved and of the mysteries 
of existence and the forces of 
the universe which are still un- 
solved. Prof. Einstein has com- 
posed a record of the civilisation 
of 1938 for the edification of the 
human race in 6939, It will be 
buried in the grounds of the 
New York World’s Fair and no 
profane Handg are to open the 
imperishable casket till 6,000 
years have passed. Sir James 
Jeans impresses upon us the un- 
certainty of our knowledge of 
the nature of things, despite all 
the Inbours of science: Poster- 
ity will, we hope, respect ug the 
more when it reads‘the judg- 
ment of the great philosopher of 
relativity that our time is rich 
in inventive minds. Will it 
think highly of- us for’ the 
achievements which he com- 
memorates, of using power to 
save human museles, of learning 
to fly and to send wireless mes- 
sages round the world? Five 
thousand years hence _ these 
triumphg may scem as elemen- 
tary as the invention of the 
wheel and the windmill and the 
discovery that man could sail 
across the seca seem to us, and 
their inventors may be cqually 
forgotten. Yet Prof. Tinstein 
does us scant justice. We have 
certainly not solved all the pro- 
blems of production and distri- 
bution, but it misrepresents the 
fact to say that everyone lives 
in fear of being climinated by 
the economic cycle. At the 
blackest hour of recent depres- 
sions there were many millions 
more people in the world with a 
comfortable standard of living 
than ever before in its history.

In the summer of 1917, the last 
semblince of ordered government ina 
Russia was vanishing. In Petrograd 
tnd Moscow, Soviets had been form- 
ed and were passing Bolshevik re- 
solutions. Kerensky, the autocratic 
head of u directory, was desperately 
trying to stave ‘off the imminent 
breakdown. 

In the background way Lenin. The 
revolution of 1917 found him in 
Switzerland, frantically trying to 
Het back {o Petrograd, .where the 
situation invited him with open arms, 
He was smugytled through Germany 
in a closed railway carriage ond ar- 
rived in Petrograd on April 4. 

But the time was not ripe.

Small-Pox Reappears 
‘In Tho Colony 


The Director of Medical Services, 
the Hon. Dr. P. S. Selwyn Clarke, 
yesterday issued the following state- 
ment: 

After being {ree from Small-pox 
for nearly’ four months, the discase 
hus now re-nppeared in Hongkong, 

The .epldemic which afflicted the 
Colony in the earlier months of this 
year resulted in 2,200 cases of which 
1,011 proved fatal, that Is to say, 
nenrly four patients died out of 
every five affected. One of the 
lessons ‘to be drawn from the 
epidemic was the great value of yac- 
cination. It is necessary, however, 
-to quallfy: this statement by pointlag 
out that It in not suMclent for ao 
person to be vaccinated once, twiee 
or even three times during hin Hfe- 
time when exposed to the virulent 
type of the disease which exists in 
Ifongkong. : 

Iv will be remembered that an 
Interval of five yenrs Is given tn the 
Vaceination Ordinance, No. 12 of 
1923, as the time limit after which 
revaccinatlon should be undergone. 
It hns been demonsteated during the 
recent outbreak in Hongkong that a 
period not exceeding two, or at the 
most three, years between vaccino- 
tions would be much safer, and that 
it is highly desirable that such re- 
vaccinations should be carried out 
with viccine lymph prepared focally 
in the Government Bacteriological 
Institute, . 

Well over a million vaccinatons 
have been performed in Hongkong 
this yeur, but there are still many 
persons who are not sufficiently pro- 
teeted against the disease, and they 
are ured to make use of the facill- 
ties available. 

_ Young Vietlms 

Seven out of every ten deaths from 
Small-pox this year have occurred 
in bables and young childrén under 
five yeurs of age. Consequently, 
parents and guardians are earnestly 
requested to take immediate slepa to 
prevent their children from falling 
victims to the discase by having them 
viceinated. 

Government introduced compulsory 
vaccination with!n these territories at 
the height of the cpidemic this year, 
and fava the Medical Authorities 
permisslon to employ a large number 
of public vaccinators to Ko from 
house to house to offer {ree vaccina- 
tion, Many members of the com- 
munity have availed themselves of 
these free facilities, but a not In- 
considerable proportion have refused 
to submit to vaccination or to have 
their children vaccinated. Such re- 
fusal amounts to an ‘offence against 
the Inv, und so far the Medical 
Authorities have endeavoured to ex- 
haust all possibilities of public health 
education rather than to invoke Icgal 
powers against such offenders. 

Large numbers of refugees con- 
tinue to seek asylum in these terri- 
fories fram parts of China where 
Small-pox is starting to re-appear. 
The danger of Infection with this 
disfiguring and dangerous discuse is 
therefore greater than ever. 

The Medical Authorities carnestly 
appeal to every member of the com- 
munity to co-operate in ensuring, 
that every man, tvoman and child fs 
adequately protected from Small-pox 
by recent vaccination,

The unofficial report that the Shanghai Football Association 
had decided not to send a team to Hongkong to resume the Inter- 
port acries but had written to the local body suggesting that Hong- 

‘kong should’ send a side up north during tho Chinese: New Year 
holidays was confirmed yesterday when Mr. C. A, Goldenberg, Hon. 
Secretary of tho Associntion, reccived a letter to this cffect from 


Shanghai. : 


It will be recalled that ut) the 


. Council Meeting, held on Monday it 


was decided to feave the mutter in 
the hands of the Management Com- 
mittec, who are to decide whether 
Hongkong, tk in the finanetal position 
of sending a team to Shanghat, In 
view of the receipt of the letter from 
Shangha, the Management Commit- 
tec will meet to-morrow to discuss 
v the possibility. ° 


Cold water wan poured on the 
project right away on Monday when 
Mr, Wong Kn-tsun, the Chinese re- 
presentutive on the Council, stated 
that few, If any, Chinese players will 
be able to make the trip north. If 
no Chinese players are included, it 
is obvious that the side to be sent 
north will not be really representa- 
tlve of the ploylng strength of the 
Colony. 

MATERIAL AVAILABLE 

Let un see what materini is left, 
assuming the Chinese refuse to 10 to 
Shanghai. 

The non-Chinese teams in the 
First Division of the League are the 
Hongkong F.C., Wongkony Police, 
Middlesex Reylment, St. Joseph's 
F.C., Royal Scots, Kowloon ¥.C, and 
Royal Navy. From these, quite a 
Hood eleven could be got together; 
but then the Interport rules state 
definitely, “No team shall ‘include 
more than three! Service players.” 
The other cight, therefore, will have 
to be taken from the Honginy F.C., 
Kowloon F.C., Police and St. Joseph's. 

With duc respect to the players of 
these four teams, I do not think they 
would be nble to produce eight men 
between them who can be sald to be 
really up to Interport standard. 
This, I think, will be admitted. 

Nevertheless, If this is the only 
obstacle I personally think it should 
not be allawed to stand in the way. 
The team may be weak, but that is 
no reasun why we should back out 
from our responsibility, It is oa 
responsibility because tt really ls our 
turn to visit Shanghai. < 

Last August, during the unfortun- 
ate misunderstanding - regarding | tho 
Tennis Interport, the Shanghat Times 
commented, “There would appear to 
be decided reluctance on the part of 
Colony sports orgunisationsy to cnter- 
taln on Interport with Shanghai in 
this city.” If for the sole reason 
that o sufficiently strong team |s not 
available, Hongkong decides not to 
send a team to Shanghai, then I 
think the northern sportsmen have a 
genulne sricvance. 

LESSON FOR HONCKONG 

At tho beginning of 1037, when it 
was Shanghai's turn to send a team 
down to Hongkong, there was some 
doubt Jn that city as to the advis- 
ability of taking such a step; for it 
was thought that the material avail- 
able would not make up a good team. 


But very anortingly the Shanghai 
F.A, decided to send w team, and the 
players lett Shanghal with little hope 
of success, 


Strangely enough, the team which 
was so lowly thought of surpassed 
all expectations and Hongkony: Ide 
Ingz one of the best teams in years, 
was humbled by the score of 4-3. 

This is a good lesson for Hong- 
kong. 

When the Management Committce 
alt down to their deliberations to- 
‘morrow, TF hope they will remember 
this polnt, 


FINANCIAL ASPECT 


There Js another aspect of the 
mutter, however. At a recent mect- 
ing of the Council, it was pointed out 
by Mr. W. L, Alexander, Treasurer, 
that the Assoclation was not ino 
sound = financial position, At that 
time, ft was thought the Association 
would not be able to bear the burden 
of sending a side to Shanghai. 

Perhaps the position is better now. 
The balance sheet looks quite ood 
at the moment, but, Lam told it does 
not represent the real position of the 

ociation; there are lots of things 
which have to be paid for later in 
the season, An officinl of the As- 
sociation suid yesterday, “The money 
is coming In now, but we have not 
yet started to pay out.” 

The whole matter, however, will 
be thrashed out by the Committee 
to-morrow. 

But I cannot help feeling: thus: iff 
financial considerations bar us from 
sending a team to Shanghai, there is 
no argument; if we can afford to 
send one up, then we ought ta no 
matter how weal the side on paper 
in, 

tt is only fair to Shanghai to do 
sO. 

VISIT FROM MANILA? 

If, for financial reasons, the visit 
to Shanghai is not possible, Hongkong 
soceer enthuslasts may see a Manila 
team in the Colony during the Chin- 
ose New. Year holidays. A letter has 
been received by the local Association 
from the Philippines, sounding the 
local officals ag to the possibility of 
a Filipino team coming to Hongkong. 

If a representative Philippines 
soccer team d visit the Colony, it 
will be the first one to do so from 
the Islands, though in the p several 
Hongkong combinations have been 
down south for matches. 

Football has made great strides in 
the Islands, and Js now one of the 
most popular games there, The 
Islington Corinthians, who visited 
Manila ec this year, were favour- 
ably impressed with the brand of 
soccer played although they were not 
very complimentary regarding the 
standard of refereeing.

Welcoming the Dircctors of the 
Tune Wah Hospital, His Excellency 
sald: 

Gentlemen,—It gives mo much 
pleasure to welcome you here to-day. 
Circumstanees have caused our mect- 
Ing. on this oceasion to be later in 
the year than usual, and, although 
the Ume has not yet come for the 
Directors for the year 1938 to present 
their report, the results of thelr 
tubours are already manifest ond I 
um able now to offer to the Directors 
of both years my congratulations on 
what they have achleved both in 
administrative Improvements and jn 
domestic economy. 

This ia the more appropriate be- 
cause your Chairman, | Mr. Chau 
Shiu-ni, has won the rare distinction 
of presiding, over this Committee for 
two years in succession. 

When you and your collengucs took 
office in’ 1937, you were faced with 
a task which might have discouraged 
anyone, For some time the expenses 
of the hospitals had been rising while 
the value of their nssets fell, with the 
result that income from all sources 
was far below expenditure.

T should Uke to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank you for the zeal and 

ry wilh which you have faced 
problem in addition to the nor- 
urs of your office. «The last 
two y shave been dificult ones for 
ai, and more than any for thore 
who have been engayed in caring for 
the poor. Not only Hongkong but 
every province in China whose des- 
titute refustees have passed through 
your hands should be grateful to you 
for what you have done, The success

Horrific Films 

The action of the Chief Cen- 
sor -in making the representa- 
tions to film distributors which 
led to the withdrawal of — the 
news-reel sequences depicting 
the gruesome suicide of a New 
York youth who fell 17 storeys 
to his death is commendable. 


Incalculably more dangerous 
than gangster and similar films 
so readily censored in Hongkong 
is the film which exhibits the 
gruesome. There has been a 
distressing increase of evidence 
that nerveus and hysterical con- 
ditions of mind are being pro- 
duced in young people by scenes 
of bruta} violence and hidcous 
suffering. From time .to time 
the news reels exhibit pictures of 
accidents and death which ter- 
rify and haunt a sensitive child, 
and also have adverse effects on 
adults. Some restraint in this 
department is urgently needed. 


A Record For 6939 


Two eminent men of science 
have just given us their estim- 
ates of what mankind has 
achieved and of the mysteries 
of existence and the forces of 
the'universe which are still un- 
solved. Prof, Einstein has com- 
posed a record of the civilisation 
of 1938 for the edification of the 
human race in 6939. It will be 
buried in the grounds of the 
New York World’s Fair and no 
profane handg are to open the 
imperishable casket till 5,000 
Sir James 
Jeans impresses upon us the un- 
certainty of our knowledge of 
the nature of things, despite all 
the labours of science. Poster- 
ity will, we hope, respect ug the 
more when it rends the judg- 
ment of the great philosopher of 
relativity that our tine’ is” rich 
in inventive minds. Will it 
think highly of us for the 
achievements which he com- 
memorates, of using power to 
save human muscles, of learning 
to fly and to send wireless mes- 
sages round the world? Five 
thousand years hence these 
triumphs may, seem as elemen- 
tury as the invention of | the 
wheel und the windmill and the 
discovery that man could sail 
across the sen seem to us, and 
»their inventors may be equally 
forgotten. Yet Prof. Einstcin 
docs us scant justice. We have 
certainly not solved all the pro- 
biems of production and distri- 
bution, but it misrepresents the 
fact to say that everyone lives 
in fear of being eliminated by 
the economic cycle. At the 
binckest hour of recent depres- 
sions there were many millions 
more people in the world with a 
comfortable standard of living 
than ever before in its history. 

Tragically true is the record 
that the menace of war and an- 
xiety for the future must occupy 
every thoughtful mind. But 
posterity. will surely be too wise 
to accept Prof. Einstein’s ac- 
count of the reason. He finds 
it in the inferiority of the

They have the best manners of 
anybody in the world. They nd- 
dress women ns “Gracious Indy,” 
and kiss thelr hands. The Ger- 
mans despise the Austrians for 
these little gestures. But then the 
Germans do not know the mean- 
ing of food manners. They are 
the rudest race on earth. 


In many ways Vienna js ike: 
Dublin. Perhaps that’s why I took 
.to Jt at once. 


The city is architecturally benu- 
tiful; the people are poor; and 
they have the Dublincr's charm 
and friendliness towards strangers. 


But the Viennese are not so ob- 
stinate, nor so stupidly violent as 
the Irish can be. Or maybe they've 
never had to be. 

People of Vienna have nov 
changed. They have a quality 
called Gemitlichkelt—an untrans- 
latable word which means charm, 
easy golngness, comfortablenc.: 
and Just Viennese-ness.

Ten Days That 
Shook The World 


HE TWENTY-FIRST ANNIVERSARY of the Russian Re- 


yolution is being celebrated 


in many parts of the world, and 


by many communities which see in that world-shaking event the 
prelude to a realisation of all their hopes. 


T is interesting and perhaps in- 
ructive, after 21 yeurs, to glance 
back to those terrible ten days In 
Petrograd and Moscow, when the fate 
of Russla hung in the balance. 


In the suminer of 1917, the Inst 
semblance of ordered government in 
Russin was vanishing. In Petrograd 
and Moscow, Soviets had been form- 
ed and were passing Bolshevik re- 
solutions. Kerensky, {he autocratic 
head of a directory, was desperately 
trying to stave off the imminent 
breakdown, 


In the background was Lenin. The 
revolution of 1917 found him in 
Switzerland, frantically trying to 
fet back to Petrograd, where the 
situation invited him with open arms, 
He was smuggled through Germany 
in a closed railway carrlage and ar- 
rived in Petrograd on April 4. 

But the time was not ripe. 
went into hiding. 

There followed the July -days of 
terror, All was chaos and confusion. 
Everything was disintegrating and 
crumbling, and the nominal head of

masses in intellect and charac: 
ter to “the few who produce 
something valuable for the com- 
munity.” We are certainly not 
all equal, but ability, even 
genius, in productive work ig no 
gunrantee of practical wisdom 
and good feeling. The power of 
leadership is unfortunately often 
bestowed by nature on those who 
do not know where to lead. 
There is little doubt that pos- 
terity, as Prof. Einstein hopes, 
will read what he says of us— 
if it docs read—with proud and 
justified superiority. “We shall 
seem to them ag ill-equipped as 
ancient Egypt and Babylon 
seem to us. Tho homily of Sir 
James Jeans is not directly com- 
forting to our self esteem. He 
warns us that in spite of all {ts 
Progress science cannot be sure 
whether space is finite or in- 
finite, cannot tell whether either 
term has a meaning. So little 
has humanity yet learnt of even 
materin} reality. He openg be- 
fore us vistas of time and space 
beyond the power of the mind 
to grasp and declares that in the 
far stellar regions a mere scrap 
of matter sends out. tremendous 
energy. All this leaves us 
blind as primitive man to what 
the universe really ia and our 
human part in-it. Will they seo 
more clearly in 69397" -

The seizure of the land by the 
peasantry was essential to place the

und the Soviet of Peoples’ Commis- 
sarles elected Lenin as the head and 
chief.. His hour had come. 

With the support of the peasantry, 


=|the Soviet was master of the situi- 


tion and Lenin was the master of the 
Sovict. . 

Beside him was Trotsky who, at 
this stage, Orst gave evidence of his 
military genius in organising’ the 
military revolutionary committee and 
in the creation of a general staf for 
the Bolshevik Revolution. 

Thus begun the Ten Days which 
shook the World.

HILE Kerensky and his Ministers 

remained inactive, Trotsky, with 
the Instinct of .a born strategist, 
moved. fle ordered the Petrograd 
garrison to stand to arms in defence 
of the committee. The garrison com- 
plied. 

From that moment, success was 
assured. Kerensky, with courage 
and boldness, demanded dictatorial 
powers to cope with the revolt. 

The difference between Kerensky 
and Trotsky was this: Kerensky tulke 
ed; Trotsky acted, and selzed tele- 
graphs, telephones and all Govern- 
ment offices. Lenin appeared, to find 
that Trotsky had secured control. 

No wonder Lenin was grateful to 
and admired this astute general. 

Early on the morning of November 
7 Kerensky left, ostensibly to bring 
back troops fram the front to quell 
the revolution. He was too late. 


Lenin and Trotsky were In command: 


and. in control. 

The Revolution was accomplished 
—iIn ten days, The Red Terror was 
about to berin. Judging from the 
series of Stalln “purses,” it continucs 
—after 20 years. 

As fer Lenin, the Father of the Re- 
volution, his place in history is 
recure. :

in thelr worst days thelr Gemiit- 
Mchkelt remained, 


When I went to Vienna there 
were 230,000 kronen to thy pound. 
Shoes were made of brown paper. 
“coffee” drunk by the majority 
of the people was nindc of malt. A 
young school-teacher who taught 
me German was so poor that she 
could afford only onc meal n day 
—two alices of binck brend with 
lard and a piece of sausage. 


My violin teacher played In a 
cinema for his living. I was his 
only pupil. There was no moncy 
in Vienna for private lessons. 


That was in my first winter. 
When summer came, and Austrian 
was given a League of Nations loan, 
the sufcide Ngures fell and Viennn 
was Vienna again. 


There is one typical Viennese 
anccdote about a would-be suicide 
in those days when everythine was 
ersatz and made of somcthing else. 
A man tried to hang himself; 
the rope broke, an ersatz rope 
made of paper. 


He tried to stab himscif; the 
knife bent—an ersatz knife made 
of cardboard, . 

He tried to shoot Aimsclf; It was 
an ersatz bullet, made of wood. 

He decided to go on Iiving and 


drank a cup of coffce to steady iis” 


nerves. He fell down dend;: it was 
ersatz coffee. 

The summer came. The 

Viennese, still poor, put fresh 
flowers In the baskets round the 
lamp-posts in the Ring. They had 
always done this in the old days 
in the wide, Ime-lined street which 
encireles the Inner Clty. . 
_ Fhe fountains worked agnin: 
there {s never any shortage of 
water in Vienna, It is best In foun- 
talns. When tt is drunk it pro- 
duces a high percentage of roltre 
cases among the inhabitants, 

The chestnuts bloomed in the 
Prater, the vast amusement park 
with a Blg Wheel and scenie rall- 
waya, and beer gardens and cafes. 


VIENNESE calé Is some- 
Anne all on Its own, 
For the price of one 
cup of coffee with whinped 
cream floating on the top-—-the 
Turks taught the Viennese how to 
nuke coffee—you can sit there all 
day, write Iectters, read papers 
trom every country In Europe, play 
chess, leave messages for your 
friends until you are turned out 
carly next morning. ‘ 

And always there is music. When 
Richard Strauss resigned the 
directorshtp of the State Opera, it 
wns 2 front page story across four 
columns. When Puccini died the 
papers were printed with black 
borders.

Visit To United States 
Noxt Summer’: 


London. Nov, 8. 

The King’s speech at the opening 
of Parliament to-day referred to the 
neceptance of the Invitation to visit 
the United States before the con- 
clusion .of the Canadian tour, the 
visit to Britain of King Carol, of 
Rumania, this month and of the 
French President. in the spring. It 
dealt with the Government's inten- 
tlon to promote the development of 
good understanding In the splrit of 
the Anglo-German ,decinration at 
Munich and also to accelerate and 
supplement the defence measures nl- 
ready in hand. 

Crowds waited fn the strects to sec 
the King and Qucen ride from the 
Palace to open with customary cere~ 
mony the new session of Parliament. 

“T have been happy to accept the 
-nvitation extend fo the Queen 
and myself by the President to visit 
the United States,” stated the King 
in his speech. “I warmly welcome 
{his practical expression of the goo 
feeling that prevalls between our 
two countries.” : 

The speech referred to the keenest 
pleasure with which the Queen and 
himself wete anticipating the visit 
to Canada, 

“My relations with foreign Powers 
continue to be friendly and = my 
Government will do all in its power 
to promote the development of good 
understanding: in the spirit of the 
joint Anglo-German declaration at 
Munich on September 30," he sald. 

“The agreement negotiated in 
April between my Government and 
the Italian Government will now 
shortly be brought into force. : 1 be- 
lieve this action will confirm — the 
traditional good relations so happily 
and so long subsisting between our

The Director of Medical Services, 


the Hon, Dr.. P. S. Selwyn Clarke, |. 


yesterday Issucd the following state- 
ment: 

After being ‘frag from Small-pox 
for nearly four months, the discase 
has now re-appeared In Hongkeng. 

The epidemic which afflicted the 
Colony in the carlicr months of this 
year resulted in 2,290 casez of which 
1,811 proved fatal, that 1s to say, 
nearly four patients dict out of 
every five affected. One of the 
lessons to be drown: from the 
epldemic was the great value of vac- 
clnation. It is\necessary, however, 
to qualify this statement by pointing 
out that it és not sufficient for a 
person to be vaccinated once, twice 
or even three times during his Iife- 
tlme when exposed to the virulent 
type of the disease which exists in 
Hongkong. 

In will be remembered’ thot on 
‘Interval of five years is given In the 
Vaccination Ordinance, No, 12 of 
1923, as the time Ilmit after which 
revnecinntion should be undergone 
It has been demonstsnated during the 
recent oulbreale in Hongkong that o 
period not exceeding two, or at the 

* most three, years between vaccina- 
{longs would be much safer, and that 
it is highly desirable that such re 
vaccinations should be carried out 
with vaccine Jymph prepared locally 
in the Government Bacteriological 
Institute, . 

Well over oo million vaceinatons 
have been performed in| Hongkong 
this ycur, but there ore still many 
persons who are not sufficiently pro- 
tected aginst the discase, and they 
are uryted to make use of the facili- 
ties avallable. 

Young Victims 

Seven out of every ten deaths (rom 
Small-pox this year have occurred 
in babies and young children under 
five years of ase, Consequently, 
parents and guardians are carnestly 
requested to Lake immediate steps to 
prevent their children from falling 
victims to the discase by having them 
‘vaccinated, 

Government introduced compulsocy 
vaccination within these territories at 
the height of the epidemic this year, 
and ave the Medical Authorities 
permission to employ a large number 
of publle vaccinators to fo from 
house to house to offer free vaccina- 
tion. Many members of the com- 
munity have availed themselves of 
these free facilities, but a not In- 
considerable proportion have refused 
to submit to vaccination or to have 
thelr children waccinuted. Such ‘re- 
fusal amounts to an offence against 
the law, and so far the Medical 
Authorities have endeavoured to ex- 
hnust all possibilities of public health 
education rather than to involce Icgal 
powers against. such offenders, . 

Large numbers of refugees con- 
tinue_to seek asylum in_these terri- 
tories from parts of China where 
Small-pox is starting to re-appear, 
The danger of Infection with this 
disfiguring and dangerous discase fs 
therefore grenter than ever. 

The Medical Authorities carnestly 
appeal to every member of the com- 
munity to co-operate in_ ensuring 
that every man, woman and child is 
adequately protected from Smali-pox 
by recent vaccinatlon.

Horrific Films 

The action of the Chief Cen- 
sor in making the representa- 
tions to film distributors which 
led te the withdrawal of — the 
news-ree] sequences — depicting. 
the gruesome suicide of a New 
York youth who fell 17 storeys 
to his death is commendable. 


Incaleulably more dangerous 
than gangster and similar films 
so readily censored in Hongkong. 
is the film which exhibits the 
gruegyme, There has been a 
distressinge increase of evidence 
that nervous and hysterical con- 
ditions of mind are being pro- 
duced in, young people by scenes 
of brutal violence and hideous 
suffering. From time to time 
the news reels exhibit pictures of 
aceidents and death which ter- 
rify and haunt a sensitive child, 
and also have adverse effects on 
adults. Some restraint in this 
department is urgently needed. 


A Record For 6989 


Two eminent men of science 
have just given us their estim- 
ates of what mankind has 
achieved and of the mysteries 
of existence and the forees of 
the universe which are still un- 
solved. Prof, Einstein has com- 
posed a record of the civilisation 
of 1938 for the edification of the 
human race in 6939. It will be 
buried in the grounds of the 
New York World’s Fair and no 
profane handg are to open the 
imperishable casket till 6,000 
years have passed. Sir James 
Jeans impresses upon us the un- 
certainty of our’ knowledge of 
the nature of things, despite all 
the labours of science. VPoster- 
ity will, we hope, respect ug the 
more when it reads the judg- 
ment of the great philosopher of 
relativity that our time is rich 
in inventive minds. Will it 
think highly of us for. the 
achievements which. he com- 
memorates, of using power to 
save human muscles, of learning 
to fly and to send wireless mes- 
sages round the world? Five 
thousand years hence these 
triumphs may seem ns elemen- 
tury as the invention of the 
wheel and the windmill and the 
discovery that man. could sail 
across the sea seem to us, and 
their inventors may be equally 
forgotten. Yet Prof. Einstein 
does us scant justice. We have 
certainly not solved all the pro- 
biems of production and distri- 
bution, but it misrepresents the 
fact to say that everyone lives 
in fear of being climinated by 
the cconomic cycle. At the 
blackest hour of recent depres- 
sions there were many millions 
more people in the world with a 
comfortable’ standard of living 
than ever before in its history. 

Tragically true is the record 
that the menace of war and an- 
xicty for the future must occupy 
every thoughtful mind. But 
posterity will surely be too wise 
to accept Prof. Linstein’s ac- 
count of the reason. He finds 
it in the inferiority of tho

Brandt, and: the Director of tha 
Munich University. Clinic, Professor 
Moagnus—who arrived here on Tucs~ 
day night, 

t is stated that the treatment the 
patient had received in the nursing 
home hod been the best possible, 
under the circumstances, and the 
doctors authorised a statement cx= 
pressing hope of Herr von Rath’s 
ultimate recovery. 

A further operation for the re~ 
moval of the bullet in the paticnt’s 
shoulder cannot be undertaken for 
the time being, owing to the patient's 
extreme weaknesss,

Cleaning Hints 


THITE or light coloured satin 
shoes cin be cleaned effectively 
with spirits of wine, If rubbed on the 
way of the fabric with a plece of 
flannel. 

To. clean a white or light felt hat, 
rub in plenty of carbonate of 
muajmesia, Ieave for 24° hours and 
then brush well. , 

If the handies of knives become 
yellow soak them in peroxide for 
four hours, and then place out of 
doors In the stn. : 

Fancy candles that have become

towel, but do not leave them too 
long ‘in the water.-

but no essential damnge was caured. 

Kighteen giant Japanese bombers 
and a score of pursuit planes dis- 
turbed various parts-of Szechuan to- 
day. They moved in alx groups und 
confused tne Chin outposts who 
sald that the Japanese planes con- 
centrated on the suburbs of Chengtu 
where dog-fights took place. 

Two hundred bombs were dropped
